CHICAGO, Dec. 28.—The Rerald this 
mornirig publishes what purports to be 
a true story of the proceedings of the 
]'ury in the Oronin case. 


It says the jury first elected Mr. 
Clarke foreman, and then freely dis- 
cussed the evidence. 
The jurors were 
nearly unanimous as to the guilt of at 
least four of the defendants, and Culver, 
by his remarks, seemed to acquiesce 
in 
the views of the others. On 
the first ballot, however, on the ques- 
tion, "are any of the defendants guilty? 
his vote, (the only one) in the negative, 
showed his position. Several of the 
jurors argued with the real estate man, 
but to no purpose. 


On the second ballot, "was Dr. 
Cronin killed in the Carlson cottage?" 
the result was as before—11 to 1. 
There was no more balloting Friday 
night, but plenty of heated debate. 
Saturday the argument was resumed 
and Culver took the position that 
Burke's identification was by no means 
complete and that the identity of the 
furniture had not been 
established. 
This staggered the other jurors. 
They 
had expected trouble, but were not pre- 
pared for the position he was taking. 
Several of the jurors, after a consulta- 
tion, prepared a series of questions con- 
cerning Culver's utterances in the rooms 
occupied at the hotel. 
These questions 
were put to him in rapid succession. 
With some modifications they were as 
follows: 


"Are you prepared to state, on your 
oath as a juror, that you did not come 
in the jury room with the determination 
to force disagreement? If not, how do 
you explain the fact that you said to a 
juror, before any testimony had been 
taken, that you were almost prepared in 
advance to discount everything that the 
state might do and disbeh'eve its testi- 
mony?" 


"How do you explain the fact that you 
said to two jurors that Mrs. Conkling 
was an enamored woman, to another 
juror that she was impure, that she 
made your flesh creep by reason of her 
proximity to you while she was on the 
stand?" 


"How do you explain the fact that 
you said to a juror, before he was sworn 
in, that you would not make a good 
juror; that you were prejudiced against 
the state; that it had used you brutally 
and that you could not give the state 
fair treatment ?" 


"How do you explain the fact that 
you said to ^ a juror during the first 
or second week of the trial that the jury 
would probably stand on the ballot 11 
to 1 
?" 


"Why did you say to Mr. Bbnticour, 
before the evidence began, that the jury 
system was cruel and that the state 
would not make anything by treating 
you as it' had done? Will you swear 
that your determination to sue the coun" 
ty for damages has not influenced your 
opinion?" 


Calver sat through the ordeal like one 
in a dream, big beads of prespiration 
broke out on his face and forehead, his 
body trembled and his hands shook. He 
made a motion once as if to break away 
from his stem inquisitors, but sinking 
back in his chair in a hopeless sort of a 
way, remained motionless until the read- 
ing was concluded. 


He made no effort to answer any of 
the questions, nor did he comment on 
them. When the reading was finished 
he wrote a letter to Judge McConnell 
complaining that his character and in- 
tegrity were being assailed and asked 
for protection. The judge replied that 
he could do nothing for him. After an- 
other long argument, a third and fourth 
ballot was taken on the same questions 
as the first. On the second ballot the 
result was the same. Culver voting 
No." After a fifth ballot, which was 
like the preceding ones, debate was re- 
sumed. The others gave Culver no rest 
at all. Three or four were after him all 
the time though he begged piteously to 
be let alone. 


Finally, Saturday night Culver took 
two jurors aside and told them that if 
they would let Kunze and Beggs go free 
le would vote to find the others guilty. 
The proposition was accepted and all 
went to sleep. 


Early Sunday morning a ballot was 
taken and resulted: 
Beggs, guilty 7; 
not guilty, 5. 
Coughlin, guilty, 12. 
O'Sullivan, guilty, 12. 
Burke, guilty, 
12. Kunze, guilty, 3; not guilty, 4. 


This result was unexpected to every- 
body. Culver charged the others with 
violating their agreement, but they in- 
formed him that ho agreement had ever 
been made. He wanted to compromise, 
but the others insisted on proceeding as 
they were. 


Beggs'case was then taken up. On 
the ¡seventh ballot only two voted guilty 
and on the eighth Beggs was acquitted. 
The result pleased Culver and he be- 
came more affable. 
After an argument 
it was agreed to find Kunze guilty of 
manslanghter and on the tenth ballot it 
was so decided. On the thirteenth bal- 
lot his sentence was fixed at three 
years.

Culver alone stood between Burke and 
Coughlin and the gallows, but was sup- 
ported by one other in O'Sullivan's case. 
Culver argued strongly that fourteen 
years was sufficient, and threatened to 
withdraw his vote of guilty if the others 
insisted on the death penalty. 


Monday morning Culver agreed to a 
twenty year sentence, and a ballot re- 
sulted, 11 noes, 1 yea. Finally, at 
12:30, Monday, the thirty-first ballot 
was taken on the proposition to send the 
murderers to the penitentiary for life. 
The vote was 7 for and 5 against. On 
the thirty-second ballot the sentence 
was agreed upon.

The people were but fairly asleep 
when Major arose and began the work 
of slaughter. He took a revolver anc. 
shot his wife as she lay asleep, putting 
two bullets into her body and mortally 
wounding her. 


The noise of the shooting awakened 
the others, but the murderer did not 
hesitate. Springing into the apartment 
occupied by his daughter and her chilc. 
he cooly fired a bullet at Mrs. Depew, 
and when it failed to kill her, he pro- 
cured an ax and knocked out her brains. 
Then he pulled his little grand daugh- 
ter from beneath the bed clothing, and 
with one blow of the ax cut her open, 
killing her instantly, blood and brains 
bespattering the bed and wall. 


Major then rushed into the room 
where his little son slept and groped 
about the bed for him. The lad had 
crawled under the bed for safety. As he 
hearfl his father searching the room he 
said, "Are you going to kill me, too, 
papa?" 


"No, my son," replied the murderer. 
"i)o not be afraid. I won't hurt you. 
When I am gone you will get 8150, 
which I will leave you, and divide it 
with your sister." 


Then he hastened from the house. 
The boy gave the alarm as soon as he 
cpuld and the neighbors found Mrs. 
Major still alive. She cannot survive, 
however. The other two were instantly 
killed. 


Major was found last night. His body 
was discovered in his barn, he having 
committed suicide by iianging.

^ Group of Moose Now Belnj;; Mounted 
by the Taxidermists — The Noble Ani- 
mals So Scarce that Specimens Have 
•with Great Difficulty Been Secured. 


N E of the m o s t 
striking objects or 
collection of objects 
in the National Mu- 
seum at Washing- 
ton is the huge case 
containing what is 
known as the buf- 
falo group. 
This 
represents a small 
section of Montana 
scenery, a spot in the prairie where 
there is a pool of water and a group of 
buffalo mounted by the taxidermist in 
most life-like attitudes gathered about 
the pool. The animals were secured 
by Mr. Hornaday in his famous hunt 
"•for the last of the buffalo." The 
scenic accessories down to the last 
little tuft of prairie grass were ar- 
ranged by Mr. Hornaday, and the buf- 
falo were mounted by him, all in faith- 
ful conformity with nature, which he 
had ample opportunity for studying. 


Soon there will be placed near this 
buffalo group another of equal size 
and importance. It will tell as well 
as one such collection can the life his- 
tory of the moose. The moose group 
will be made up in part of trophies of 
Col. Cecil Clay's. The scene to be rep- 
resented has been all i^lanned and 
sketched in black and white by Mr. 
Hornaday. 
Joseph Palmer, the tax- 
idermist, is mounting the moose in the 
various attitudes tliey will assume in 
the complete group. 
Col. Clay, who 
has taken much interest in the work 
and has given ]iersonal direction to 
many of the details, has gone on a trip 
to Canadian Avilds, ])artly for the pur- 
pose of securing right from the spot 
.where the moose were shot tlie trees, 
shrubbery, stumps, and grass required 
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to make the scene a truthful repre- 
sentation of what a stealthy hunter 
who could get near enough to such a 
group of moose might actually have 
seen. 


The larger of the rooms occupied by 
the taxidermist is now devoted almost 
entirely to the moose. 
In fact, there 
is room on the floor for little else, but 
the shelve>3 are covered with casts, 
drawings, skies, antlers, and the many 
materials used by the taxidermist. On 
one shelf is a cast made from the head 
of a big moose, showing the great de- 
velopment of the flexible nose—a pro- 
vision of nature which enables the ani- 
mal to plow beneath the surface of the 
crusted snow in winter in search of the 
foliage of bushes upon which it feeds 
at that season, and also aid« as a horn 
to give volume and effect to its pecul- 
jttx- attJ prolonged bellow when calling 
to its mate. 


On low platforms on the floor stand 
the moose already mounted or in pro- 
cess of mounting. 
The largest of the 
group is a cow, and the taxidermist 
has about completed work upon this 
animal. 
This is the huge creature 
fjom the province of Ontario shot for 
the muneuni by Col. Clay and Avhich 
measured G feet 4 inches in height at 
the withers, it is a^i Taige as a big 
horse and weighed 1,500 pounds. It 
is re])rer-;ented with legs somewhat 
spread and its short neck and long 
head stretched at an angle upward, 
as if reaching out to seize with its 
tongue and overhanging upper lip a 
leaf or twig from the branch of a tree. 
The shortness of the neck, the size of 
the head, and length of the awkward- 
looking limbs give the creature a some- 
what ungainly aspect, but the taxider- 
mist has stuck to the lines laid down 
by nature's handiwork. 
The neck is 
BO short that it is with ditficultv the

animal gets its nose to the ground, and 
instead of grazing as common cattle or 
deer do it feeds upon leaves from the 
tops of bushes or on the lower limbs of 
trees, 


A recent visit to the work-room 
showed Joseph Palmer and his assist- 
ant, A. H. Forney, giving the sem- 
blance of life to the legs of a yearling 
moose which is to form one of the 
group. 
Near by stood another cow, 
about completedi^ and the calf secured 
by Colonel Clay with the big cow was 
off in a comer by itself ready to take 
part in the moose tableau. The calf, 
which was a very young one, is dis- 
tinguished, like its mother, by the 
len^h of its legs. A bull shot in 
Maine stood on the ways near by, not 
yet ready to be launched. It was the 
most interesting object in the room to 
one who wanted to see how a moose 
is made—that is, a moose made by a 
taxidermist;. It had not had its coat 
pnt on yet. The head was there, a 
genuine moose skull with branching 
antlers and some deficiencies in the 
bony structure supplied by the. skill 
of the taxidermist. The body, well 
rounded out and made in the per- 
fect image of a moose, was composed, 
BO far as .the eye could see, of 
fine ^'excelsior,'* wound, and packed, 
ftnd padded, and molded, and wired 
into the form of muscles and flesh. 
There weje the shoulders, and the 
joints, and the line of the backbone all 
Drought out and well defined. The legs 
hftd for ^eir foundation or base the 
leg iMmdiof tlie moose reurticulated by 
tbe iftxidennist and strengthened «na 
mpported b j slender but strong iron 
M l 
kéni into proper «bap«. 
About

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these bones were twined the muscles 
and tendons of "excelsior." 
The taxi- 
dermist, by utilizing the skull and 
bones of the animal, secures ouAlinea 
and dimenbwns for which nature is 
responsible and cannot be questioned. 
This half-made bull is almost as large 
as the great cow. 
Colonel Clay is not 
satisfied with its size, however, and 
hopes to secure one to substitute for it 
—a monarch of its race, which will 
represent fully the height and size at- 
tained by the full-grown old moose 
bull. 
Tliis bull is represented stand- 
ing quietly and naturally in its tracks, 
with its head about tlie level of its 
hump. 
On the floor lay the leg bor^os 
of another moose

skeleton of a moose, whose heart and 
vitals, 
circulatory 
system, 
muscles 
and flesh will be excelsior. 
When the 
body and limbs have been modeled to 
accord j^erfectlj' with measurements, 
sketches and casts taken fi-om the 
animal before it was dismembered the 
skin has to be put on, and in this the 
skill of the taxidermist is severely 
tested. 
The skin has in the fl^-st jjlace 
to be removed with much care from 
the animal after it is shot. 
Then it 
has to be treated carefully so as to pre- 
serve all the natural color and aspect 
of the coat, and be kept in a flexible 
condition without either shrinking 01 
stretching. 
Nature's tailoring is done 
with much nicety, and even when the 
taxidermist has nature's own materi- 
als, it is not an easy task to secure the 
same exactness of fit in one place or 
the soft fold in another as that which 
characterized the coat of the live ani- 
mal. The workman .has to study his 
subject thoroiaghly in order to have 
his reproduction of nature look com- 
fortable in its skin. 


The grouj), when mounted, will be 
represented feeding in a clump of trees, 
birch and ash, such as might be found 
in the moose country in Northern 
Maine or Ontario in the autumn. 


The glass-case in which they will be 
placed will be of tho same size as that 
inclosing the buffalo group—12 by K!. 
In the foreground the big cow Avill 
stand, reaching up and grasping at a 
twig with its tongue and lip. ]3y it 
will stand the calf, and the yearling 
moose will be standing by with its 
lif®l down and tongue protruding, 
licking the calf's forehead.

The Keroseue Torcli Has Superseded the 
Oltl.Fasliioned Pine Knots and "Wire 
Rack Habits of Different Kinds of Fish 
and the Difficulty in Successfully Im- 
paling: Them. 


HE 
SPEAR WAS 
at one time regarded 
as an honorable and 
eiTective implemeDt 
of war, but now it is 
only iised by bar- 
barians and sports- 
men, 
Our inland 
rivers 
and 
coast 
creeks 
are lit up 
every night with tho torches of fishermen 
in quest of the silver eel or the pickerel. 
Fish spears have long been laid away, for 
spearing fish during the spawning season 
is a crime that shoifld call down all the 
thunders of the piscatorial Jove, Yet; 
such fish slayers do exist. 


Visitors along the bays of our coast and 
inland streams may now see, when they 
are walking abroad in the calm evenings, 
light-like enlarged will-o'-the-wisps float- 
ing from poiut to point among the shal- 
lows. 
They investigate them, to find the 
mystery resolve itself into a boat with two 
men, one to pole the boat and one to 
spear the fish. The light proceeds from 
an upright about three feet high, 
from 
which projects an arm of about the same 
length, the end of which 
is loosely 
wrapped around with tow or cotton 
waste. 
On the top ot the upright is a 
two-quart can fitted with a faucet and 
holdinii kerosene, which flows fast or slow 
as desired along the arm, which is hollow, 
and saturates the bundle of tow, and this 
being lighted attracts the fish and shows 
them plainly to the spearer. 


In the old days an open-work cresset of 
iron was filled with dry pine-knots, which 
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the boys collected from the woods. 
The 
fault of this was that it could only, be 
used in the bow of the boat, 
and so as to 
cast the strongest light in an awkward 
place. 
The dense smoke 
also 
came 
straight back over the boat, 
much to the 
discomfiture of the sportsmen. 
Then the 
lamp with a reflector was tried. 
This was 
dark at the back and was fixed on a pivot 
allowing to be thrown from side to side, 
but even with this the strongest light fell 
too far ahead, so "the^ upright and arm 
came in use, and is rnore generally used 
than any other. 


The duties of the man with the pole 
are not easy, and but few people can pole 
a boat to suit an old spearer. 
He must 
not strike the bottom bard with his pole, 
for sovnd is nu.i?h inrreased under water, 
and the n.ero concussiott of tbe pole on a 
rock bottom will scare fish twenty yards 
away. 
Then he must pole the boat just 
so, neither too fast nor too slow, and in a 
direction to keep the smoke from crossing 
the boat. 
When a fish is struck thefboat 
must be staid and held still, or a sudden 
lifting of the spear widl enable the fish to 
get away. 
In using the spear consider- 
able skill is required, as will soon be found 
out by tho repeated misses scored at first 
trying. 


Onó must alk w for 
-ifraction in mak- 
ing a strike. 
A ptrfectly straight stick 
held upright in a depth of three feet of 
water will appear to be bent at an angle 
of 20 degrees, and this angle will decrease 
when the water becomes shallow, and in- 
crease as it deepens. Consequently the first 
thing to learn is to judge the depth at which 


sapling, bend it down,and walk astride 
of it. It will then feed at ease ui>ou 
the succulent twigs and leaves. 
This 
performance is called in moose-hunters' 
parlance "riding down" a tree, and the 
moose yet to be rehabilitated will be 
represented in the act of feeding on a 
sapling which it has ridden down.

Each couple must think of a ques- 
tion, sensible or ridiculous, historical 
or in regard to the weather, to be writ- 
ten on cards, after which the cards are 
to be gathered together, and the leader 
reads each in turn, giving a few mo- 
ments for the partners to consider the 
subject and write the answer, Avhich 
should be read aloud in turn. 


This is where the fun of the game 
begins, as many of the answers are ex- 
ceedingly queer. 


Those having a correct answer mark 
their card 10; a wrong answer 0; and 
if the answer is aii^where near right it 
is counted. When all are added, prizes 
may be distributed as in progressive 
games for the best and the poorest 
record. 


This is an amtfsing game because of 
the misinformation it elicits, A great 
many people will be surprised at their 
own ignorance in regard to such ques- 
tions as to the number of States and 
Territories, the location of cities in 
Europe, the names of well-known rul- 
ers, and so forth.

HERE 
RECENTLY 
arrived in San Fran- 
cisco from Siam a 
party oi missionaries, 
men and women, con- 
nected with the Pres- 
byterian mission at 
Lao, 
in 
northern 
Siam, As this mission 
has been estiiblished 
in tiie province of Lao 
for a number of years, 
and is the only dis- 
tinctively 
American 
organization in the 
country, a sketch of 
the «cene of opera- 
tion and ISie worlc being t?one will prove 
•exceptional interest, says the San Frau- 
<asco Chronicle. 


The boundary line bbtweeu Lao and 
Siam passes irregularly along the eight- 
•eenth parallel of north latitude and the 
greater part of the Lao states lies between 
the ninety-ninth and 101st meridians of 
east longitude, reckoned from Green wicl). 
There are six Lao states tributary to Siam 
—namely, Lakon, Lanipon, 
Cheng-Mai,

F A C T S CONCERNING A VERY SECITI.- 
LAR P E O P L E . 


3Iuang-Nan, H£uang Prabang, and Muang 
Prau. 
All are ¿ndepen lent of each ottier 
and the rulers «xe autocratic. 
The oiVws 
of chiefs in the several states are beli for 
life, but are not J&ereditary and are electo- , 
rial under tfie wiU of the people with the 
.consent of the King of Siam. 
The tribute 
paid to the latter by each < hief is chiefly 
in the form of gold and silver betel boxes, 
vases, 
necklaces, etc., with representa- 
tions of trees in gold and alver. 
Taxes 
are collected by the . chiefs from farmers 
and others, and it is sufficient to say tltat 
tbe office of tax-collector is strictly "in 
politics," that is to say, it is a convenient 
source of private gain. 
It is a poor 
tax collector that can not leave his office 
a wealthy man. 


The Laosians have a characteristic salu- 
tation when a wealthy or a aristocratic 
person passes along. 
It mvolves going 
down on elbows and knees and raising tha 
hands to the face, almost in the attitude of 
prayer—a posture abject enough to re- 
call the worst features of court civiliza- 
tion in Europe. 
The Laosians are un- 
familiar with the practice of shaking 
hands and the usual greeting is a grunt. 
Under pressure 
they 
have been in-

practice, tut 111 this! case they extend 
the left or right hand indifferently. Ihe 
Lao

elephant supply ic Siam, and it may 
be said of the entire country of Lao that it 
is essantialiy the land of Buddhisb temples 
and elephants. 
The latter are the only 
animals which can get through the dense 
jungle without difficulty. 


Tattooing is practiced in western Lao to 
a considerable extent. 
As in civilized 
countries, so called, women pinch in their 
waists and shiver in insufiicient attire to 


He has also established a boat vard at 
Chengmai, wnere lie employs 
arga num- 
bers of men and enables slaves to be tman- 
cipated tbemsolves according to the cus- 
toms of the countrj'' by making boats for 
their masters. 
American tools are fast 
superseding the primitive implements of 
the natives in the work of boat construc- 
tion. 


There are no newspapers in the Lao 
type, but the Rev. Mr. Peoples expects to 
have a font of Lao type prepared in this 
country, and great results are anticipated 
from its use. 
Mr and Mrs. Peoples have 
spent seven years in Lao and will return 
in about a year's time. 
Mr. Peoples 
worked chiefly at Lakhou, an important 
Lao town. 


There is now auite a large party of 
ladies in the Lao mission, and tho pros- 
pects are much more encouragins: than a 
few years ago. At Cheng-mai tnere is a 
coinnioaious scuooi room wnere rue girls 
are taught the ordinary subjects of study 
besides receiriag practical instruction in 
needlework, household duties, etc., with 
lessons in music and singing as a recrea- 
tion. 
The ladies' board of the society in 
New York sends out regular remittances 
for the purpose of redeeming Lao girls 
from slavery and sending them to school. 


The elephant plays such a prominent 
part.in Laosian life that special legislation 
is invoked in its favor. 
The stealing of an 
elephant or bufialo is A capital offense. 
The buffalo is the chief domestic animal, 
but is not used as a beastfc of burden. 


The population of the Lao district prop- 
er is about 3,000,000; in a11 Siam there 
are about 10.000.000 of inhabitants. 


Cheng-mai is the most poarerful of the 
Jla,o states.

The Inhabitants of the Navigator Islands 
in Peace and War—Tlie Men Are All 
Tattooed—aiaie;» 3Iature at Fifteen and 
Girls at Eleven Years of Age. 


HE Samoa or Navi- 
gators Islands are 
'situated some fonr 
thousand miles in a 
southwesterly direc- 
tion from Sau Fran- 
cisco. The regular 
monthly 
steamers 
that 
i)ly between 
San Francisco and 
Australia jDass the Islands but do not 
stop. 'They ".slow up" enough for the 
transfer of mi^il for officials or mission- 
aries to a small boat and continue on 
their course. 
There is praciioally no 
trade with the islands, aud merchant- 
men rarely visit them. 


The missionaries in the Sainoan Isl- 
ands are not permitted to teach the 
natives the English language. 
There 
are schools in which the people are 
taught, but they are conducted h: the 
Saiuoan touijue, a limpid laiioraage 
which has been called "The Italian of 
the Pacific." 


When tho Samoaus are not dancing 
they are swimming, and when not in 
the water they are dancing-, 
wonder is how 
they ilnd time for 
work. All of their 
dances are ac- 
compani ed b y 
songs, and every 1 
c o n s p i c u o u s Riri^^Tt'l 
event 
is 
com- tl/iiMii'^ 
memovated with! 
a

d a nee. 
T h e i r J 
singing is entire-i 
ly different from

The 
basso,

cision, and the 
time is i^erfect. 
Some of their dances 
are a revelation. The "fu-su," or.fight- 
ing dance, is illustrative of tlieir fistic- 
skill. 
The Samoans are accomplished 
boxers, and in this dance assume al- 
most the same attitudes seen in the 
piize ring. 
Ages ago they dii^covered 
the "knock-out" blow, which tliey de- 
liver with precision and power. The 
"tollola," or ijresentation dance, used 
when the village takes offerings to the 
chief, is rich in mfelodious singing, aud 
the "satke," or stick dance, is a marvel 
of preci:sion. In this dance, whetlier 
there be a dozen natives or 500, every 
alternate one has either two short 
sticks or one long one. Time is kept 
by beating the long sticks with the 
short one. lu the "siva," ov war dance, 
thej' sit in a row like a lot of tailors

please their youthful admirers of the 
sterner sex, so in Lao the young Lotharios 
and Adonises run the risk of the death 
penalty to make themselves fair in wo- 
men's t3y6s, for the statistics of tattooing 
show a steady mortality of 2 per cent, 
with a much larger ratio of blood-poison- 
ing and inflammation tardily recovered 
from. 


The prevailing religion in the Lao States 
is Buddhism. 
The Laosian theory of the 
universe is a peculiar one. and sets gravi- 
tation at defiance. The center of the 
world is Mount ^nnalo, which is half un- 
der water and half above. 
The fornAr 
portior# is a solid rock with three root-like 
rocks protrudilig from the water into the 
air below. 
Round this mountain is coiled 
a large fish (furnishing a remarkable 
analogy to tho emjlem of early Christian 
sepulchers). 
This fish can embrace and 
move the 
mountain. 
When it sleeps 
tTie 
earth 
is 
auiet: 
when 
it 
moves 
It 
proauces 
earthquakes. 
Mount Zinnalo is full of caves, which below 
water are inhabited by dragons called 
"Naks," and above 
by angels called 
"Thewedas." Above the earth and around 
the great mountain is the firmament, with

the sun, moon, and stal^ Above the water 
is the inhabited earth, and on one side of 
the four sides of Mount Zinnalo are seven 
hills, rising 
eraduations, which are the 
first ascents the departed has to make. If 
he is wanting in "merit" he can not get to 
the top; but, having reached the summit, 
he comes to the different chambers in 
heaven. In these also are degrees, and a 
system of government. Above all is the 
outer darkness or "Nirvana," well known 
as the annihilation state of non-existence, 
or everlasting rest of the Buddhist faith. 


The American mission at Cheng-mai is 
under the cfiarge of Dr. Cheek. This gen- 
tleman enjoys a high reputation among 
the native« as a physician, however reluct- 
ant they may have shown theyiselTea to 
accept a change of faith. It appears that 
the miwion was established about twenty- 
two yean ago, it« object being not so 
mnch to proaelf tiM or erangeliz« the na- 
tlTM M to ImproT« thafr gaaaral ton« and 
•ItTAtoUMir mind« hr iastrnctlnr th«m 


years ago Muang Fang was the principal 
city. 
After 
being several times con- 
quered and sacked by tbe Burmese and 
Ngious respectively, it remained deserted 
until about seventy years ago, when sev - 
eral princes came over from Lakhon, 
founded the present dynasty, and raised 
Cheng-mai to its present importance. 


The Cheng-mai market is held every 
morning from y to i 1 o'clock. 
The wo- 
men do all the selling. 
The natives are 
decidedly 
partial to strong drink, and 
'•samshoo'' is the prevailing tipple. The 
climate of Lao is distinctly tropical, but 
not unhealthy, except in the rainy season. 
Dysentery aud fever are the principal fac- 
tors in the bills of mortaliiy. 


In this coiniection it is proper to men- 
tion that si)iritualisni is a popular craze in 
Lao. 
Tl ere are regular spirit doctors and 
mediums, who not only "oharm away dis- 
ease, ' but are consulted whenever any dif- 
ficulty occurs in public or private affairs.

Perhaps they ought to be, 
but I should be right glad if they would 
get out of the country unbeknown to 
me." 
This question came up in the 
case of Jefferson Davis soon after Mr. 
Johnson became President. 
Mr. Davis 
had been captured while attempting to 
escape after the fall of Richmond, and 
was a prisoner in close confinement in 
Portress Monroe. 
Some action must be 
taken in his case. 
W^hat should it be ? 
He had been the President of the Con- 
federacy, and therefore Avas the most 
conspicuous of the enemies of the Gov- 
ernment. By a large part of the people 
of the North'he Avas regarded as the 
arch-traitor, 
upon whose head acu- 
geance should be \usited. Should he be 
liberated in the face of the strong feel- 
ing against him. or should he be ar- 
raigned for treason, and if arraigned, 
should he be tried by a military com- 
mission or a United States 
court? 
These Avere interesting and important 
questions, requiring the most cai-eful 
consideration both in legal and political 
bearing. 


"The legal question, Has Mr. Davis 
been guiltj» of such acts of treason that 
he can be successfully prosecuted ? Avas 
submitted to the Attorney G eneral,Avho, 
after a thorough examination of it and 
consultation with some of the ablest 
lawyers in the country, came to the 
conclusion that Mr. Davis could not be 
convicted of treason by any competent 
and 
independent tribunal and that 
therefore he ought not to be tried. The 
conclusion Avas undoubtedly correct. It 
Avas a revolution Avhich liad been at- 
tempted by the Southern States—a gen- 
eral uprising of the people of the South 
against the gOA^ernment. It was war in 
Avhich they had been engaged—war of 
such jn-oportions that belligei'ent rights 
had been accorded them by foreign na- 
tions. 
The same rights had been ac- 
knowledged 
by the government in ex- 
changes of the prisoners and other acts. 
They could not therefore, be charged 
with treason, nor could one of their 
number be singled out and legally con- 
A'icted of the crime. 
Aside from these 
considerations it was clear that Avhat- 
eA-er treasonable acts Mr. Davis might 
have been guilty of, Avere committed in 
the Southern States, Avhere, under the 
constitution, the trial must take place 
and Avhere conviction Avould b e impos- 
sible.

Better Tlian Killing the Murderers. 
It may now be asked what form of 
punishment should be substituted for 
the death penalty. 
It is not necessary 
to my purpose in writing this article 
that I should touch that subject at all. 
This article is Avritten mainly for the 
IDurpose of protesting against the ciime 
of capital punishment, and not for the 
purpose of explaining what can or 
should be substituted for it. It will not, 
however, be out of place to say that the 
most natural subs-itute for the death 
penalty, under our form of government, 
would be imprisonment for a term suf- 
ficiently long to demonstrate that the 
ofíender might be safely allowed to go 
free. It is just as vicious, of course, to 
imprison a man for revenge, as to hang 
him for revenge. 
There is therefore, 
no sound reason why a muriiei'er should, 
be punished at all. 
It is right that he 
should be apprehended and confined 
until it is determined whether he is 
of such a nature or disposition as 
to be likely to commit more murd- 
ers. But if this A'iew of the case is 
too nearly in accordance Avith humane 
con.siderations to suit this cruel and 
bloodthirsty age, then the obA'ious mode 
of punishment to substitute for judicial 
killing is imprisoument at hard labor 
for life. 
This is far too cruel a punish- 
ment to visit ujaon anyone for any crime 
done under the impulse of passion, but 
among a people Avho so frequently say: 
"Hanging is too good for him," and who 
are so given to lynchings, it is as much 
of a modification of our present practice 
as Ave could expect to get. 


It has been observed that the most of 
the murders occur among the poor 
people, and upon the top floors of tene- 
ment houses; that is to say, among the 
poorest of the poor. 
Tlie connection 
betAveen poverty and the crime of 
murder, like the connection betAveen 
poverty and all other crime, is demon- 
strably close. 
If Ave could cure the 
social disease of poverty, the seeds of 
crime would be destroyed. 
The people 
rarely think of this. 
They think it is 
our business to punish crime; but it is 
our best business to preA^ent it. Our 
present organization of society manu- 
factures criminals faster than Ave can 
possibly take care of them. 
Poverty 
degrades men; it robs them of leisure, 
Avhich is absolutely necessary for the 
develoj)ment of mind, and the domina- 
tion of passion; it keeps the people 
hungry and fierce; it imbrutes them; it 
makes Ishmaels of them—their hand is 
against society as the hand of society is 
against them. 
Plant a generation of 
paupers, and you Avill reap a crop of 
criminals.—H. O. Feniecost,

" 'I was,' he said, 'when brought to 
the fortress, not only strictly confined 
in a casemate, which is little better 
than a dungeon, but I Avas heavily 
ironed. As I had been a submissive 
prisoner, and was in a strong fortress, I 
thought that chains were unnecessary 
and that I ought not to be subjected to 
them. I resisted being shackled, but 
resistance was in vain. I was thrown 
violently on the floor and heavily fet- 
tered. 
This was not all. The case- 
mate in which I was confined was kept 
constantly and brilliantly lighted, and I 
was never relieved of the presence of a 
couple of soldiers. 
My eyes were weak 
and sensitive. 1 suffered keenly from 
li^t, and you can judge how my 
flolfei^igs were aggravated by my not 
being permitted for months to have one 
momctii by myselt' ^

BIRDS CARRY TMEIB YOUNG. 


Bow a Woodcock Parent Semoves Her 
Brood. 


\One of the most interesting traits 
about the woodcock is the fact of its oc- 
casionally conveying its young through 
the air, which is done by only one or 
two other birds. 
This is no recent dis- 
covery. 
The fact was known as eai'ly 
as the middle of last century, though 
Gilbert White rightly surmised that 
those observers, 
Avere mistaken who 
fancied the young Avere conveyed either 
by or ill the bill. It is just as errone- 
ous, however, to substitute the claws, 
as some have done. 


The truth is that, when the parent 
bird Avishes to convey her young one 
from a place of danger to one of safety, 
the tiny thing is gently pressed betAveen 
the feet and against the breast, the aid 
of the bill being resorted to only Avhen 
the burden has been hastily taken up. 
In this Avay the Avhole of the brood is 
sometimes removed from one part of a 
wood to another Avhen the birds have 
been much disturbed. On this subject 
there is an interesting note in "Lays of 
the Deer Forest," by the brothers Stuarfc: 
"One morning, sitting on a gray stone, 
I saAV a dark eye Avhich was iixed upon 
mine from the bed of leaves before me. 
Avhen suddenly the little brown head of 
a young woodcock, peeped out from the 
feathers of the old one's breast, utter- 
ing that plaintive cry for which lan- 
guage has no sign. 
There Avere tAvo 
more young woodcocks, and to relieve 
the anxiety of the madre, I left her. 
Near the place Avhere I found her there 
Avas a soft green stripe, such as wood- 
cocks love. 
IhaA'e no doubt that the 
family Avould be there next day; and as 
I passed near I turned aside to see what 
they Avere doing. 
Upon the dry bank 
half way doAvn the brae, I almost 
stumbled over a bird, Avhich rose at my 
feet; and as it darted through the trees 
I saAV that it had something in its claAVS, 
and at the same time I heai*d the plain- 
tive cry of young Avoodcocks just under 
my feet. I looked doAvn-^there Avere 
two; and I thought a haAvk had carried 
off the third, and perhaps killed the 
mother. 
This, hoAvever, I found, on 
folloAving the bird, Avas the old Avood- 
cock, Avhich, being flushed again sud- 
denly, after a low flight of only a few 
yards, dropj^ed Avhat it was carrying— 
her own youne Avoodcock." This trait 
may be coniirmed bv any one Avho Avill 
Look out the bird in its haunts, and is 
all the more interesting as it seems to be 
quite an acquired one. The bird is in 
no AVuy adapted to transj^ort its young 
through the Siiv.—Gentleman's 
Maqa- 
zine.

The Bird Market at Lucknow. 


Some birds are used medicinally, and 
it is Avell knoAvn Avhat strange ideas na- 
tive doctors have of the virtue of bird 
flesh. 
Both the fiesh and the brains of 
the common sparroAV, especiallv the 
cock sparroAv, are in great repute for 
certain diseases; so a cageful of these 
familiar chatterers is never missing in 
the market. 
Certain species are used 
in making loA'e potions, and are ad- 
ministered by rejected suitors to the 
objects of their adoration. 
On the 
other hand, the blood or the flesh of an 
OAvl is supposed to make a person in- 
sane who drinks or eats it. 
On this ac- 
count men Avho are devoured by jealousy 
of a rival or hatred of an enemy come 
furtively to the market, and, purchas- 
ing an owl, in silence carry it home 
secretly and prepare a docoction Avhich 
an accomplice Avill put into the food or 
drink of the object of their malignant 
designs. 


The list of uses for bird flesh is not 
exhausted yet. 
Eating a croAV is sup- 
posed to prolong life by keeping the 
hair black and preventing it from turn- 
ing gray. The common roller, often 
called a bluejay, has certain rites per- 
formed over it, and is then set free 
after one feather has been plucked from 
it. 
This feather is then Avorn as an 
amulet, and is supposed to have great 
potency in averting the eA'il eye. An- 
other purpose for Avhich birds are pur- 
chased every morning is to be set free 
again. 
This is done by Hindus as a 
AA'ork of merit, and by Mohammedans, 
after certain rites 
have been per- 
formed, as an atonement in imitation of 
the Jewish scapegoat. Ifc is essential 
that a bird used for this purj^ose should 
be strong enough to fly aAvay, but that 
does not induce the cruel dealers to 
feed the birds or to refrain from dis- 
locating their Avings or breaking their 
legs. 
They put down everything to 
good or bad luck, and leave the custo- 
mer to choose a strong bird if he can 
find one, and to go away if he cannot. 


The merit obtained by setting a bird 
free is not attributed to the Deity, but 
is supposed to come in a large measure 
from the bird itself or from its attend- 
ant sjDirit, and hence birds of good or 
bad omen, and eapecially kites or croAVs, 
are in much demand, and are regularly 
caught to be sold for this purpose.— 
Pioneer'.

Their op- 
ponents then cried out, Saoah-hasaoah- 
ha, bowing low their heads. The guess- 
ing commenced as to Avhich the colored 
sticks were tied, there being meantime 
a great clapping of hands and shouting. 
The sticks Avere shoAvn, and Avhen the 
guess Avas correctly made the Avinner 
received, besides the particular stick, 
one from a pile of seven or eight.

TWENTY years ago diamonds were at 
three times their present value.

discovery of the South African mines 
brought down the price, but amalgama- 
tion in the last twelve months has put it 
up above 100 per cent. 
The rough esti- 
mate is that during the last few years 
the output of diamonds has been 4,000,- 
000 carets per annum, and that these, 
cut into 1,600,000 carets, have sold for 
£4,000,000. 
It costs 10 «hillings per 
caret to cut diamonds. 
The South Afri- 
can mines being now amalgamated, the 
output is reduced to one-half, i. e., 
2,000,000 carets, but the merchants esti- 
mate that this will still produce £4,000,- 
000, because they regard this as a fixed 
amount which, no matter what the price 
of diamonds may be, will be spent on 
them.

Carelessness on t h e Pai*t of S r a k e - 
men Causes n a n y Accidents— 
Tlie Bay's I^ocal Bmdset. 


Superintendent Guckert, of the Phila- 
delphia division of the Pennsylvania 
roâd, in an interview with a rejiorter of 
the Philadelphia 
Inquirer^ 
said 
that 
three-fourth of all the accidents t»^ brake- 
men and switchmen were caused by thô 
carelessness of the men. He saidr 


"To the veteran brakeman therei is 
fascination about making reckless coup- 
lings which an inexperienced sane man 
would never think of attempting. (The 
very mention of a brakeman diving be- 
tween freight cars while they are in mo- 
t-ion is enough to freeze one's blood, but 
the feat is performed, not only daily, 
but hourly, by these wizards of the brake 
wheel and coupling pin. 


"Their apparent utter disre;gard of 
the simplest rules of safety leads the un- 
initiated to overlook the fact that a 
skillful railroad brakeman is iJl eyes, 
hands and feet. He is also a marvel- 
ously quick thinker, and acts -with the 
inception of thought. 


"There is probably no better point of 
vantage in the state for witneesing the 
acrobatic feats of railroad brakemen 
than the Pennsylvania railroad yards at 
Fortieth street. A score of tracks, with 
innumerable switches, stretch in all di- 
rections, and all the switching from the 
main-line tracks to those of the New 
York division is done at this point. 
Three hundred and sixty-five days in 
the year the accident list of the Penn- 
sylvania railroad contains the name of 
one or more victims. 


"The daily acpidents to brakemen are 
of such frequent occurrence that the 
Pennsylvania Bailroad company have 
special reports made of them, and the 
superintendents of the various divisions 
render a faithful accounting of the casu- 
alties to brakemen within their pre- 
cinct 
during 
every 
twenty-foUr 
hours. The blank is filled out with the 
name of the injured man, and thé cir- 
cumstances of the accident. 
These re- 
ports are filed among the company's 
archives."

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THE MIRACLE AT CANA. 


T J X M A G E O N T H E T B A N S F O B M A T l O i r 
O F W A T I S B I I Î T O W I N B . 


An Sloqaent Sermon Preached on Biblical 
Ground—Christ lioves the Honsekeeper— 
Be Comes in the Hoar of Extremity—He 
Wants U s to Be Happy. 


The Kev. T. DeWitt Talmage, D. D., 
preached at Cana, in the far East, Sun- 
day, Dec. 22, on "A Marriage Feast," 
taking for his text John 11, 10: "Thou 
hast kept the. good wine until now." He 
said: 


Standing not far off from the demol- 
ished town of what was once called Cana 
of Galilee, I bethink myself of our 
* Lord's first manhood miracle, which has 
been the astonishment of the ages, My 
visit last week to that place makes vivid 
in my mind that beautiful occurrence in 
Christ's ministry. My text brings us to 
a wedding in that village. It is a wed- 
ding in common life, two plain 
people 
having pledged each other, hand and 
heart, and their friends having come in 
for congratulation. The joy is not the 
less becawse there is no pretension. In 
each other they find all the future they 
want. The daisy in the cup on the 
table may mean as much as a score of 
artistic garlands fresh from the hot- 
house. 
When a daughter goes off from 
home with nothing but a plain father's 
blessing and a plain mother's love, she 
is missed as much as though she were a 
princess. It seems hard, after the pa- 
rents have sheltered her for eighteen 
years, that in a few,short months her 
affections should have been carried off 
by another; but mother remembers libw 
it was in her own case when she was 
young, and so she braces up until the 
wedding has passed, and the banquet- 
ers are gone,.and she has a good cry all 
alone. 


Well, we are to-day at the wedding in 
Cana of Galilee. Jesus and his mother 
have been invited. It is evident that 
there are more people there than were 
expected: 
Either some people have 
come who were not invited, or more in- 
vitations have beep sent out than it was 
supposed would be accepted. Of course 
there is not enough supply of wine. 
You know that there is nothing more 
embarrassing to a housekeeper than a 
scant supply. Jesus sees the embar- 
rassment, and he comes up immediately 
to relieve it. He sees standing six water 
pots. He orders the servants to fill them 
with water, and immediately it is wine 
—real wine. Taste of it, and see for 
yourselves; no logwood in it, no strych- 
nine in it, but first rate wine. I will 
not now be diverted to the question so 
often discussed in my own country, 
whether it is right to drink wine. I am 
describing the scene as it was. When 
God makes wine He makes the very best 
wine; and one hundred and thirty gal- 
lons of it standing around in these 
water pots—wine so good that the ruler 
of the feasttastes it and says: "Why, 
this is really better than anything we 
have had! Thou hast kept the good 
wine until now." Beautiful miracld! 
A prize was offered to the person who 
should write the best essay about the 
mifacle in Cana. 
Long manuscripts 
were presented in the competition, but 
a poet won the prize by just this one 
line descriptive of the miracle: 
The unconscious water saw its God, and 
blushed. 


We learn from this miracle, in the 
the first place, that Christ has sympathy 
with i housekeepers. 
You might have 
thought that Jesus would have said: "I 
cannot be bothered with this household 
deficiency of wine. It is not for me, 
Lord of Heaven, of earth, to become 
caterer to this feast. I have vaster 
things than this to attendto." Not so said 
Jesus. 
The wine gave out, and Jesus, 
by 
miraculous power, 
came to the 
rescue. 
Does there ever come a scant 
supply in your household? 
Have you 
to make a very close calculation? Is it 
hard work for you to carry on things 
decently and respectably? If so, don't 
sit down and cry. Don't go out and 
fret; but go to Him who stood in the 
house in Cana of Galilee. Pray in the 
parlor! Pray in the kitchen! Let there 
be no room in all your house uncon- 
secrated by the voice of prayer. If you 
have a microscope, put under it one 
drop of water, and see the insects float- 
ing about; and when you see that God 
makes them, and cares for them, and 
feeds them, come to the conclusion that 
He will take care of you and feed you, 
oh, ye of little faith! 


A boy asked if he might sweep the 
snow from the steps of a house. ' The 
lady of the household said: "Yes; you 
seem very poor." He says: "I am very 
poor." She says: 
"Don't you some- 
times get discouraged, and feel that 
God is going io let you starve?" The 
lad looked up in the woman's face and 
said: "Do you think God will let me 
starve when I trust Him, and do the best 
I can?" Enough theology for older 
people! Trust in God and do the best 
you can. 
Amidst all the worrimentS of 
housekeeping, go to Him; He will help 
you control your tamper, and supervise 
your domestics,, and entertain your 
guests, and manage your home econo- 
mies. There are hundreds of women 
weak, and nervous, and exhausted with 
the cares of housekeeping. I commend 
you to the Lord Jesus Christ as the best 
adviser and the most efficient aid—the 
. Lord Jesus who performed His first 
miracle to relieve a housekeeper. 


I learn also from this miracle that 
Christ does things in abundance. I 
think a small supply of wine would 
have made up for the deficiency. I 
think certainly 
they must have had 
enough for half of the guests. One 
gallon of wine will do; certainly five 
gallons will be enough; certainly ten. 
But Jesus goes on, and He gives them 
thirty gallons, and forty gallons, and 
fifty gallons, and seventy gallons, and 
one hundred gallons,- and onl hundred 
and thirty gallons of the very best wine. 
- It is just like Him, doing' everything 
on the largest and most generous scale. 
Does Christ, our Creator, go forth to 
make leaves? He makes them by the 
whole forest full; notched likcthe fern, 
or silvered like the aspen, or broad like 
the palm; thickets in the tropics, Ore- 
gon forests. Does He go forth to make 
flowers? 
He makes plenty of them; 
they flame from the hedge, they hang 
from the top of the grape vine in blos- 
soms, they roll in the blue wave of the 
violets, they toss their white surf 
into 
the spiraea—enough for every child's 
hand a flower, enough to make for every 
brow a chaplet, e n o u ^ with beauty to 
cover up the ghastliness of all the 
graves. Does He go forth to create 
water? He pours it out, not by the cup- 
ful, but by a river full, a lake full, ah 
ocean full, pouring it out until all the 
earth has enough to drink, and enough 
vith which to wash. 


Does "Jesus, otir Lord, provide re- 
demption? It is not a little salvation 
Cor this one, a little for that, and a little 
for the other; but enough for all— 
"Whosoeverwill, let him come." Each 
man an ocean full for himself. Promises 
.. iorthe young, promiges for the old, 
' promises for the lowly, promises for 'ie 
blind, for the halt, for the outcast, k>r 
the abandoned. Pardon for all, com- 
fort for all, mercy for all» Heaven for 
allf not merely a capful of Gospel sup- 
ply, bttt one hundred and thirty gallons* 
Ay, the tears of 'godly repentance are 
gathered up i]|to Goas bottle, and 
. a 
. jk>me day, standing .before the thronei 
^ We Infill lift ¿¿'rVnp o f delight iind ask 
that it bid filled with the wine of Heaven;

I remark further, J e n s does not 
shadow the joys of others with His own 
griefs. He might Imve sat down in that 
wedding and said: 
"I have so mnoh 
trouble, so much poverty, so much per- 
secution, and the cross is coming; I 
shall not rejoice and the giloom of my 
face and of my sorrows shall be cast over 
all this group." So said not Jesus. He 
said to himself: "Here are two persons 
starting out in married life. Let it be a 
joyful occasion. I will hide my own 
griefs. I will kindle their joys." There 
are many not so wise as that. 
I know a 
household where there are maniy little 
childreii, where for two years the musi- 
cal instrument had been kept shut be- 
cause there had been trouble in the 
house. Alas for the folly! 
Parents 
saying: "We will have no Christinas 
tree this coming holiday because there 
has been trouble in the house. 
Hush 
that laughing up stairs! How can there 
be any joy where there has been so much 
trouble?" And so they make every- 
thing consistently doleful, and send 
their sons and daughters to ruin with 
the gloom they throw around them. 


Oh, my dear friends, do you not know 
those children will have trouble enough 
of their own after a while? 
Be glad 
they cannot appreciate all yours. 
Keep 
back the cup of bitterness from your 
daughter's lips. When your head is 
down in the grass of the tomb, poverty 
may come to her, betrayal to her, be- 
reavement to her. 
Keep back the sor- 
rows as long as y^ou can. 
Do you not 
know that son may, after a while, have 
his heart broken? 
Stand between him 
and all harm. You may not fight his 
battles long; fight them while you may. 
Throwlnot the chilllof your own despond- 
ency over his soul; rather be like Jesus, 
who came to the wedding hiding His own 
grief and kindling the joys of others. 
So I have seen the sun, on a dark day, 
struggling amidst clouds, black.ragged, 
and portentous, but after a while the 
sun, with golden pry, heaved back the 
blackness; and the sun laughed to the 
lake, and the lake laughed to the sun, 
and from horizon to horizon, under the 
saffron sky, the water was all turned 
into wine. 


I learn from this miracle that Christ 
is not impatient with the luxuries of 
life. It was not necessary that, they 
should have that wine. 
Hundreds ot 
people have been married without any 
wine. 
We do not read that any of the 
other provisions fell short. 
When 
Christ made the wine it was not a neces- 
sity, but a positive luxury. I do not be- 
lieve that He wants us t o eat hard bread 
and sleep on hard matresses, unless we 
like them best. I think, if circumstances 
will allow, we have a right to the lux- 
uries of dress, the luxuries of diet, and 
the luxuries of residence. 
There is no 
more religion in an old coat than in a 
new one. We can serve God drawn by 
golden plated :harness as certainly as 
when we go a-foot. , Jesus Christ will 
dwell with us under a fine ceiling as 
well as under a thatched roof; and when 
you get wine made out of water, 
drink 
as much as you can. 


What is the difference between a 
Chinese mud hovel and an Anterican 
home?, What is the difference between 
the rough bear skins of the liussian boor 
and the outfit of an American gentle- 
man? 
No difference, except that which 
the Gospel of Christ, directly or indi- 
rectly, has caused. 
When Christ shall 
have vanquished all the world, I sup- 
pose every house will be a mansion, and 
every horse an arch-necked courser, and 
every carriage a glittering vehicle, and 
every man a king, and every woman a 
queen, and the whole earth a paradise; 
the glories of the natural world har- 
monizing with the glories of the ma- 
terial world, until the very bells of the 
horses shall jingle the praises of the 
Lord. 


I learn, further, from this miracle, 
that Christ has no impatience with festal 
joy, otherwise He would not have ac- 
cepted the invitation to that wedding. 
He certainly would not have done that 
which increased the hilarity. 
There 
may have been many in that room who 
were happy, but there was not one of 
them that did so much for the joy of the 
wedding party as Christ Himself. He 
was the chieTf of the banqueters. 
When 
the wine gave out, He supplied it; and 
so, I take it, He will not deny us the 
joys that are positively festal. 


I think the children of God have more 
right to laugh than any other people, 
and to clap their hands as Ipudly. There 
is not a single joy denied them that is 
given to any other people. 
Christianity 
does not clip the wings of the souL'-Ke- 
ligion does not frost the flowers. What 
is Christianity? I take it to be simply a 
proclamation from the throne of God of 
emancipation for all the enslaved; and 
if a man accepts the terms of that proc- 
lamation, and becomes free, has he not 
a right to be merry? 
Suppose a father 
has an elegant 
mansion and large 
grounds. To whom will he give the 
first privilege of these grounds? 
Will 
he say: "My children, you must not 
walk through these paths, or sit down 
under these trees, or pluck this fruit. 
These are for outsiders. They may walk 
in them." No father would say anything 
like that. He would say: "The first 
privileges in all the grounds, and all of 
my house, shall be for my own chil- 
dren." And yet men try to make us be- 
lieve that God's children are on the 
limits, and the chief refreshments and 
enjoyments of life are for outsiders, and 
not for his own children. It is stark 
atheism. There is no innocent beverage 
too rich for God's child to drink; there 
is no robe too costly for him to wear; 
there is no hilarity too great for him to 
indulge in, and no house too splendid 
for him to live in. He has a right to the 
joys of earth; he shall have a right to 
the joys of Heaven. 
Though tribula- 
tion, and trial, and hardship may come 
unto him, let him rejoice. "Rejoice in 
the Lord, ye righteous, and again I say, 
rejoice." 


i remark again that Christ comes to 
us in thè hour of our extremity. He 
knew the wine was giving out before 
there .was any embarrassment or morti- 
fication. 
Why did He not perform the 
miracle sooner? Why wait until it was 
all gone, and no help could come from 
any source, and then come in and per- 
form the miracle. 
This is Christ's way; 
and when He did come in, at the hour 
of extremity. He made first rate wine, so 
that they cried out: "Thou hast kept 
the good wine until now." Jesus in the 
hour of extremity! He seems to prefer 
that hour.

poverty had come, and on the week day 
the man was obliged to m\9ve out of the 
house with his whole 
family.

night he knelt with his family and 
prayed to God. While they were kneel- 
ing in prayer there was a tap on the 
window pane.

In this, the hour of 
thy extermity, I offer tbee pardon and 
everlasting life!"

He came in the 
fourth, and gave deliverance to His dis- 
ciples. Jesus in the last extremity! 


I wonder if it will be so in our very 
last extremity. 
We shall fall suddenly 
sick, and doctors will come, but ^n vain. 
We will try the^nodynes andthe stimu- 
lants and the bathings, but all in vain. 
Something will say: "You must go." 
No one will hold us' back, b\it the hands 
of eternity stretched out to pull us on. 
What then? Jesus will come to us, and 
as we say, "Lord Jesus, I am afraid of 
that water; I cannot wade through to 
the other side,"He will say, "Take hold 
of my arm;" and we will take hold of 
His arm, and then He will put His foot 
in the surf of the wave, taking us on 
down deeper, deeper, deeper, and our 
soul will cry: "All thy waves and bil- 
lows have gone over me."

Origin of the Word "Bumper." 


A correspondent who seemed to be 
very much elated at having "caught 
Webster in an error," calls our atten- 
tion to that lexicographer's etymology 
of the word "bumper" as used in the 
sentence " a bumper of wine." The cor- 
respondent informs us that the word 
did not come from "Bumbard," as 
Webster has it, but "had its origin with 
the Catholics, who usually drank the 
Pope's health every day after dinner in 
a full glass, with the expression in 
French—au bon pere (to the good 
father); hence the term 'a bumper.'" 
Yes; we may have seen the story before.

WHY 
THE 
COMBJLSS 
POINTS 
NORTM. 


The compass-needle points north be- 
cause practically thg earth is a magnet, 
not difiering essentially in its magnetic 
properties from a bar of magnetized 
steel, 
says American 
Notes 
and 
Queries. 


It has two poles of greatest intensity, 
and, like most large steel magnets, there 
are several supplemental poles of lesser 
intensity. 
Just as the pole óf one bar 
magnet attracts the end of another, so 
the Inagnet poles of the earth behave 
toward poles of the compass-needle, un- 
]ike poles attracting, and like poles re- 
pelling each other. 
• 


But it is not correct to say that the 
needle always points north; as a matter 
of fact there are but few localities on 
the earth where it does so, and even 
those are constantly changing. 


An irregular line drawn from the 
mouth of the Orinoco River through 
the east coast of Hayti, Charleston, S. 
C., and Detroit, Mich., represents very 
nearly the line in which there is no 
variation at the pi-esent time. 


In all places east of this line the north 
end of the needle swings slightly to the 
westward; in all places west of it to the 
eastward. 
At the mouth of the Col- 
umbia Eiver the variation of the com- 
pass is abort 22 degrees east; in Alaska 
it is from 40 to 60 degrees east; midway 
between New York and Liverpool it is 
about 35 degrees west. 


Of course there is a reason for this 
variation, and the explanation is that 
the needle does not jDoint to the North 
BWe, as 50 many people su[;i)Dse, but 
to thé magnetic pole, which is some- 
thing entirely different. 


The magnetic north pole is at present 
on or near the northwestern shore of 
Boothia Peninsula, in the northern part 
of North America. 
Its position is con- 
stantly changing, and in the last six 
hundred years it has moved about half 
the distance round the geographical 
pole. 


During the period of three hundred 
years, in which observations have been 
carefully made at the Magnetic observ- 
atory in Paris, the variations have 
changed from 11 dpgrees 20 minutes 
east of north to 22 degrees and 10 
minutes west. 


In the United States the rate of the 
change in variation difíers much in dif- 
ferent j)arts of the country. 
In Wash- 
ington State it changes at the rate of 
about 7 minutes a year; in Arizona and 
New Mexico it is stationary; in the New 
England States it is from 1 to 3 minutes 
per year.

"I think that I can solve the problem. 
On retiring at night, she goes to sleep 
without releasing her hair, or giving it 
the vigorous combing and brushing 
which is absolutely necessary to its 
healthy vitality. 
Hundreds of careless 
women do that. 
Then, too, she is not 
careful as to the kind of hairpins she 
uses. 
Metal hairpins should be used as 
little as possible, for rubber or gutta- 
percha joins are preferable, although 
they may seem more clumsj-; but if 
metal pins are chosen they should be 
straight and smooth. 


What is the best tonic for the hair ? 
In my experience, I have found that a 
good, brisk and regular brushing is the 
best tonic. 
If the hair is coming out 
rapidly, let this treatment begin at 
once. 
Every morning unbraid 
the 
hair, and brush it in its natural hang- 
ing position with a stilT, white bristle 
brush—never a wire one. 
First brush 
one-half of the hair. 
Then change the

The same operation should be repeated 
iu the evening. 


"Begin with about fifty strokes on 
each side and gradually increase the 
treatment, until not 
less than two

Where the nails are thin and 
inclined to break, frequent oiling is 
necessary, and the nails should never 
be polished, except when some oily sub- 
stance is used besides thepowder. This 
keeps the nails more pliable, and no 
matter how thin they are, if properly 
treatecLthey are no more little to break 
than tMckw ones.

THE 
ANGELUS 
BIRD. 


When traveling iu forests of Guiana 
and Paraguay, it is not uncommon to 
meet with a bird whose music greatly 
resembles that of an Angelus bell when 
heard from a distance. 
The Spanish 
call this singular bird a bellringer, 
though it may be still more appropri- 
ately designated as the Angelus bird, 
for, like the Angelus bell, it is heard 
three times a day, morning, noon and 
night. 
Its song which defies all de- 
scription, succeeding one another every 
two or three minutes, so clearly and in 
such a resonant manner, that the listener, 
if a stranger,imagines himself to be near 
a chapel or convent.

Sim Coy's new book will bring out 
the historical fact that the first counter- 
feit gjeenback (1862 series) was made 
at Lawrence, in this county, during that 
Tear, by the crim'inally-famous Johnson« 
family. 
Many thousands of the bills- 
were placed in circulation, people not. 
dreaming of a counterfeit so early after 
the first apj)earance of the bill, and be; 
sides the stirring events of the wat 
largely diverted their attention fronj. 
business matters. 


Pete McCartney -was the- financial: 
backer of the Johnsons, and after thi 
plate had been worked tlie Johnsonj 
attempted to unload McCartney, buj 
his suspicions being aroused, he stol^.- 
the plate and caused it to be electro- 
typed, after which it was returned to it^ 
old hiding-place. 
The electrotype waa 
a marked improvement on the original 
counterfeit, and McCartney worked ofi- 
his series in this city, and over $100,- 
000 of the spurious stuff were readily 
l)laced in circulation. 


Meanwhile the secret service officers, 
led by Major Woods, had been apprised 
of the counterfeit, and were laying foi 
the Johnsons and McCartney. 
Instead 
of tracking the latter to his rooms, 
where the printing was going on, Mc- 
^Cartney was arrested at the pcst-office, 
and in a few days, in company with the 
Johnsons, who had been found at Law- 
rence, he was forwarded under strong- 
escort to the mi'itaiy prison at Wash* 
ington. 


While the train was crossing the 
mountains, although McCartney was 
handcuffed and shackled at the time, he 
managed to mak« his escape, and ir 
two weeks he was back again in thii 
city, secured possession of his electro 
type and disappeared. 
It cost the Gov- 
ernment a great many thousands of dot 
lars bef jre the officers again laid hand^ 
on him. 
Meanwhile the Johnsons suc- 
ceeded iu making terms, bv which thej 
escaped prosecution by turning over th« 
original plate and giving the officers 
certain pointers with reference to other 
offenders. Neither the Johnsons nor 
the Government knew until long after- 
ward that McCartney had an electro- 
tvpe, and had stolen a march on his 
former associates.—Indianapolis Jour- 
nal.

the first, ballot, however, on the ques- 
tion, "are any of the defendants guilty?" 
his vote, (the only one) in the negative, 
showed his position. Several of the 
jurors argued with the real estate man, 
but to no purpose. 


On the second ballot, "was Dr. 


Cronin killed in the Carlson cottage ?" 
the result was as before—11 to 1. 
There was no more balloting Friday 
night, but plenty of heated debate. 
Saturday the argument was resumed 
and Culver took the position that 
Burke's identification was by no means 
complete and that tho identity of the 
furniture had not been established. 
This staggered the other jurors. 
They 


had expected trouble, but were not pre- 
pared for the position no was taking. 
Several of the jurors, after a consulta- 
tion, prepared a series of questions con- 
cerning Culver's utterances in the rooms 
occupied at tho hotel. 
These questions 


were put to him in rapid succession. 
With some modifications they wore as 
follows: 


"Are you prepared to state, on your 


oath as a juror, that you did not come 
in the jury room with the determination 
to force disagreement? If not, how do 
you explain the fact that you said to a 
juror, before any testimony had been 
taken, that you were almost prepared in 
advance to discount everything that the 
state might do and disbelieve its testi- 
mony?" 


"How do you explain the fact that you 


said to two jurors that Mrs. Conkling 
was an enamored woman, to another 
juror that she was impure, that she 
made your flesh creep by reason of her 
proximity to you while she was on tho 
stand?" 


"How do you explain tho fact that 


you said to a juror, before he was sworn 
in, that you would not make a good 
juror; that you were prejudiced against 
the state; that it had used you brutally 
aud that you could not give the state 
fair treatment i" 


"How do you explain the fact that 


you said to ^n juror during 
tho first 


or second week of the trial that the jury 
would probably stand on the ballot 11 
tol?" 


"Why did you say to Mr. Bbntieour, 


before the evidence began, that tho jury 
system was cruel and that the state 
would not make anything by treating 
you as it' had done? Will you swear 
that your determination to sue the coun' 
ty for damages has not influenced your 
opinion?" 


Calver sat through the ordeal like one 


in a dream, big beads of prespiration 
broke out on his face and forehead, his 
body trembled and his hands shook. He 
made a motion once as if to break away 
from his stern inquisitors, but sinking 
back in his chair in a hopeless sort of a 
way, remained motionless until tho read- 
ing was concluded. 


He made no effort to answer any of 


the questions, nor did he comment on 
them. When tho reading was finished 
ho wrote a letter to Judge McConnell 
complaining that his character nnd in- 
tegrity were being assailed and asked 
for protection. Tho judge replied that 
ho could do nothing for him. 
After an- 


other long argument, a third and fourth 
ballot was taken on tho same questions 
as the first. On tho second ballot the 
result was the same, Culver voting 
'•No." After a fifth ballot, which was 
like tho preceding ones, debate was re- 
sumed. The others gave Culver no rest 
at all. Three or four were after him all 
tho time though he begged piteously to 
bo let alone. 


Finally, Saturday night Culver took 


two jurors aside and told them that if 
they would let Kunze and Beggs go free 
he would vote to find the others guilty. 
The proposition was accepted and all 
went to sleep. 


Early Sunday morning a ballot was 


taken aud resulted: 
Beggs, guilty 7; 


not guilty, 5. 
Coughlin, guilty, 12. 


O'Sullivaii, guilty, 12. Burke, guilty, 
12. Kunze, guilty, 13; not guilty, 4. 


This result was unexpected to every- 


body. Culver charged the others with 
violating their agreement, but they in- 
formed him that no agreement had over 
been made. Ho wanted to compromise, 
but the others insisted on proceeding as 
they wore. 


Beggs' caso was then taken up. 
Ou 1 


tho seventh ballot only two voted guilty 
and on tho eighth Beggs was acquitted. 
The result pleased Culver and he be- 
came more affable. 
After an argument 


it was agreed to find Kunze guilty of 
manslaughter nnd on tho tenth ballot it 
was so decided. On tho thirteenth bal- 
lot his sentence wns fixed at three 
years. 


On the question of hanging Burke, 


O'Sullivan and Coug'uliu the ballot was 


ten for and two against. 
On Bnrko at 


one, 11 yeas and 1 no. 


Culver alone stood between Burke and 


Coughlin and the gallows, but was sup- 
ported by one other in O'Sullivaii's case. 
Culver argued strougly that fourteen 
years was sufficient, and threatened to 
withdraw his vote of guilty if the others 
insisted on the death penalty. 


Monday morning Culver agreed to a 


twenty year sentence, and a ballot re- 
sulted, 11 noes, 1 yea. Finally, at 
12:30, Monday, tho thirty-first ballot 
was taken on the proposition to send the 
murderers to tho penitentiary for lifo. 
The vote was 7 for and 5 against. On 
tho thirty-second ballot the sentence 
was agreed upon.

Then he pulled his little grand daugh- 
ter from beneath the bed clothing, and 
with one blow of tho ax cut her open, 
killing her instantly, blood and brains 
bespattering the bed and wall. 


Major then rushed into tho room 


where his little so'n slept and gioped 
about the bed for him. The lad had 
crawled under the bed for safety. As he 
heal* his father searching tho room he 
said, "Are you going to kill me, too, 
papar" 


"No, my sou," replied the murderer. 


"Do not be afraid. I wou't hurt you. 
When I am gone you will get §150, 
which I will leave you, and divide it 
with your sister." 


Thou he hastened from tho house. 


Tho boy gave the alarm as soon as he 
could and the neighbors found Mrs. 
Major still alive. She cannot survive, 
however. The other tvo were instantly 
killed. 


Major was found last night. His body 


was discovered in his barn, he having 
committed suicide by hanging.

'the museum by Col. Clay and which 
measured 0 feet i inches in height at 
the withers.

Then it 
has to be treated carefully so as to pre- 
serve all the natural color and aspect 
of the coat, and bo kept in a flexible- 
condition without either shrinking oi 
.stretching. Xatuie's tailoring is done 
with much nicety, and even when the 
axidermist has nature'h own materi- 
als, it is not an easy task to secure the 
aine exactness of fit in o;:e place ot 
the soft fold in another as that which 
L-haiacterized the coat of the live ani- 
mal. 
The workman .has to study his 


subject thoroughly in order to have 
his reproduction of nature look com- 
fortable in its skin. 


The group, when mounted, will be 


represented feeding in a clump of trees, 
birch and ash, such as might be found 
in the moose country i;i Northern 
Maine or Ontario in the autumn. 


The glass-case in which they will be 


placed will be of the same bi/.e as that 
inclosing the buffalo group—12 by Id. 
In the foreground the big cow will 
stand, reaching up and grasping at a 
twig with its tongue and lip. By it 
will stand the calf, and the veailing 
moose will be standing by with it- 
h(01 down and tongue protruding, 
licking the calf's forehead.

I looked down—there were 
two; and I thought a hawk had carried 
off die third, and perhaps killed the 
mother. This, however, I found, on 
following the bird, was the old wood- 
cock, which, being Hushed again sud- 
denly, after a low llight of only a few 
yards, dropped what it was carrying— 
her own yo>iucr woodcock."

They put down everything t 
good or bad luck, and leave the custo 
mer to choose a strong bird if he can 
find one, and to go away if he cannot. 


The merit obtained by setting a bin 


free is not attributed to the Deity, bu 
is supposed to come in a largo ineasur 
from the bird itself or from its iittewl 
ant spirit, and hence birds of good o 
bad omen, and especially kites or crow.- 
are iu much demand, and arc regularl_ 
caught to be sold for this purpose.— 
Pioneer.

Wb.cn they were tied the Yuuias 
folded their 
hands,- concealing the 


sticks. Then those on one sjde untied 
in the strange, wild chant, Oh-oh-kah- 
ah-rah! repeated over and over, and 
ending in a derisive ha-ha! 
Their op- 


ponents then cried out, Saoah-hasaoah- 
ha, bowing low their heads. The guess- 
ing commenced as to which the colored 
sticks were tied, there being meantime 
a great clapping of hands and shouting. 
Thts sticks wove shown, and when the 
guess was correctly made the winner 
received, besides the particular stick, 
one from a pile of seven or eight. When 
the gnessor erred he had to give a stick 
back. 
This was continued for over two 


hours, when one side won all the sticks 
and all the money, some $5.50 all told.

years, in which observations have been 
carefully made at the Magnetic observ- 
atory in Paris, the variations have 
changed from 11 degrees 20 minutes 
east of north to 22 degrees and 10 
minutes west. 


In the United States the rate of tho 


change in variation differs much in dif- 
ferent parts of the country.

ington State it changes at the rate of 
about 7 minutes a year; in Arizona and 
New Mexico it io stationary; iu the New 
England States it is from 1 to 3 minutes 
per year.
